Hey write from Hungary, that at Salank- 
ment and Belgrade, the Turks begin to 
talk to the Germans in a rough Style; 
and that at Belgrade they are at work 
Night and Day with 2000 Men, to 

ftrengthen the Fortifications of that. place. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, Dated Aug. 22. 

The laft Letters from the Camp before Landau 
are of the 15th; and from Frankfort, relating to that 
Siege, of the 16th. ‘There is nothing of moment in 
them, but that in the Night of the 14th, they ftorm’d 
the Counterfcarp at the great Attack, with the lofs 
of 50 Men kill'd or wounded ; and that at the At- 
tack of General Thungen they had rais’d 2 Batteries 
on the Gounterfcarp, from whence they fire incef- 
fantly on the Cittadel. The Governour, Monfieur 
de Melac, depends much upon his Mines, which 


find the Befiegers a great deal of Work, who have — 


been not a little incommoded by the Rains likewife. 
They have receiv’d a fupply of 4 Pieces of Cannon 
from Giefen, 3 from Frankfort, and 32 are coming 
to them from Germerfheim. 

Frankfort, Aug. 16. Marfhal Catinat continues en- 
camp’d under Sata Bo with 15000 Men. The 
Marquifs of Baden Dourlach has receiv’d fome Re- 
inforcements, and has rais’d 3 Batteries on the Banks 
of the Rhine, to hinder the French from laying a 
Bridge over that River, from the little IMand in it o- 
ver-againft Hunninghen. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, Dated Aug. 22. 

Orfey, Aug. 18. This Morning the Body of Con- 
federate Troops that were come to Duffeldorp, from 
Mulheim, Cologne, and Keyferfwart, broke up 
from thence and march’d by this place towards 
Kempen, they are 5 or 6000 ftrong, with 9 Field- 
Pieces ; Prince Albert of Brandenburg and General 
Heide are at the Head of them. ‘ 

Cologne, Aug. 18. Since the Troops of the Allies 
left Mulheim, thofe of the E. of Cologne who are 
lodg’d in the Ourworks of Bon, have been over the 
Bridge into the County of Bergucs, where theymade 
a great Booty of Cattle, and have carry’d them in- 
to Bon. They had likewifea defign to attempt 
Siegberg, and to that end 2 or 3000 Horfe and Foot 
with Cannon and Scaliitg Ladders, march’d out thi- 
ther on Monday Morning, but found the River 
fwell'd fo high, that they could not pafs over it, fo 
they return’d without doing any thing. The Bithop 
of Heldefheim died on Sunday laft in that City, 
Aged 80 Years. Our Elector is his Coadjutor. 

The Advices from the North being generally very 
confus'd, perhaps a clear and diftin¢t relation of the 
Battle fought between the Kings of Poland and 
Sweden on the 11th of July laft, will be acceptable 
to the Publick : "Tis Dated from the Swedifh Camp, 

uly 13. 
, On the 8th, Monfieur Morner having joyn’d us 
with fome Troops from Wilna, at Obyzce, where 
we lay encamp’d, about a League from the Enemy, 
the King fignify’d to all the General Officers, his Re- 
folution to give the Enemy Battle the next Day. The 
gth, at 6 in the Morning, we march’d out of our 


Camp; but the Army moving in Battalia, we could 


not get through the Wood that lay in our way till 8 
a Clock. As foon as the Enemy had fight of us, 
they gave the Signal by firing 2 Pieces ot Cannon : 
The King led the Right Wing, and the Duke of 
Holftein the Left. The Cavalry was on the 2 Wings, 
and the Infantry compos’d the Main Body, com- 
manded by Lieutenant-General Lieven. The Ene- 
my lay encamp’d behind a Morafs, expecting we 
would endeavour to make our way through it to 


Attack them in Front, (the Morafs not being unpaf 


fable, tho’ it might have occafion’d the difordering of 
our Ranks) but the King took another courfe, and 
made his Left Wing take a Compafs to fall upon the 
Enemy’s Right Wing in Flank; which was done ac- 
cordingly, notwithftanding their Cannon, which kill’d 
us a few Men, and among them the D. of Holftein, 
who was wounded if the Reins, and died in a few 
Minutes. The Poles of the Enemy’s Right Wing 
gave the firft Charge to our Left, whither our King 
haften’d as foon as he faw the Fight begin on that 
fide ; but having receiv’d our firft fire, and finding 
they could not break into our Horfe, they immedi- 
ately fied, and tho’ they rally’d feveral times, they 


would not return again to the Charge ; fo thar it coft - 


us but a little time to rout the Enemy’s Right Wing, 
for the Saxons that were there ran away with the 
Poles. Mean time the Left Wing of the Enemy fee- 
ing themfelves Superior té our Troops that were op- 
pos’d to them, andthat our Left Wing follow’d hard 
in the purfuit of thofe that fied ; they threw Fafcines 
into the Morafs, and came over it to charge our Right 
Wing, who were pofted on firm ground between 
Morafs and the Wood. The greateft Slaughter was 
in this place. But our Squadrons held firm, and 
were fo well {econded by the Foot, whd were co- 
ver'd by a Village and fome Hedges, that after fome 
Difcharges, they were driven back over the Morafs 
into their Camp; where the Enemy’s Infantry were 
ready to receive us behind their Chevaux de Frife, 
but we fell upon them with fo much Vigour, that 
they were not able to ftand before us. The Regi- 
ment of Steinau furrender’d themfelves ; the reft of 
their Foot were cut to pieces, or tan into a Morafs 
that lay behind the Camp, but the Baggage taking 
to the fame Morafs with them, made fuch a Confu- 
fion and Diforder that moft of them perifh’d, and all 
the Baggage, even the King’s own Equipage, was 
taken. The Horfe fav’d themfelves by the High- 
way from Pintzau, ours being too much fatigu’d to 
be quick enough to cut off their Paffage. The Fight 
lafted from 2 till 5 in the Afternoon. We loft no 
Officer of Note, except the Duke of Holftcin. The 
King who had been in the hotteft of the Action, re- 
ceiv'd no hurt. We had not many kill'd, but the 
number of the Wounded amounts to 800. We 
reckon the Enemy had 3000 kill’d, aud wetook 2000 
Prifoners, befides a vaft number of Women and Chil- 
dren, whom we drew out of the Morafs. We took 
46 Pieces of Cannon, with a great quantity of Pow- 
der and other Ammunition. The Prifoners all agree 
that the Saxons were 16000, and the Poles 6000 
ftrong, whereas we had but 10000, and thofe wea- 

ried with a long March, and in want of Provifions.

The 
Action is thus related : General Slippenbach was 
twice Atrack’d in his ftreng Poft by the Muicovites, 
who were fo far repuls’d, that the Swedes were 
once Mafters of their Cannon, but having quitted 
the Strait where they were fafe, and advanc’d into 
an open Plain, they were overpowerd by the num- 
ber of their Enemies, though they might podibly 
have come off well enough, had not 2 of their 
Regiments of Horfe fallen into diforder, which made 
the reft take to their Heels, and leave the Foot to be 
cut to pieces.All the Country have taken Arms, and 
are drawing together to General Slippenbach at Per- 
nau, to be form’d into a Body to make Head a- 
gainft the Enemy. 
From the Paris Gazette, Dated Aug. 19. 

From the French Camp near Eyndhoven, dug. 12. 
On the roth, the Army under the Duke of Burgun- 
dy march’d from Balen and encamp’d, the Head 
Quarters at Rythoven and Oftenhoven, the Right at 
Bergheick, and the Left at Dommelen on the Dom- 
mel ; Count Tallard at Geftel, and Prince Tferclaes 
of Tilly at Erfel. In the Evening the Marquifs du 
Rofei was detach’d with 300 Carabinecrs, and 500 
Grenadiers, to poficfs himfelf of the little Town of 
Eyndhoven, fituate:5 Leagues from Bolduc, and at 
a like diftance from the Camp of the Enemy. The 
Army lies in the midft of the Majorality of Bolduc, 
which is a very fertile Country, and through the 
Diligence of the Troops, the Inhabitants were fur- 

riz'd before they could fave any thing ; fo thar we 
om plenty of Provifions and Forage, 4000 Head of 
Cattle have already been brought into the Camp, a 
great number of Horfes and Sheep, and other Booty, 
and the Burgomafters come in from all Quarters, to 
regulate and pay Contributions. This unexpected 
Encampment has cut off the Enemy’s Communica- 
tion with Bolduc, from whence they had their 
Convoys.

Grave, Aug. 19. The Body of 12000 Men, com- 
manded by the Heer van Obdam, came to Gemert 
on the 17th, they march’d thither in order of Batrle, 
expecting to have been Attack’d by the French. The 
great Convoy from Bolduc, (with Bread, and a 
great Sum of Money for the Army) after having 
turn’d back twice, and halted within a League of 
that Town, apprehending that they were way-laid 
by the French, pafs’d through this place yefterday 
in the Afternoon, and were receiv’d by the Heer 
Obdam at Gemert, who is to conduct them to Mi- 
erlo, and the Earl of Marlborough’s Army will ad- 
vance to Hees and Leen to meet them. 

Hague, Aug. 20. Letters that came to Day from 
Bolduc fay, that the Army under the Earl of Marl- 
borough, was moving towards Maeftrichr, and that 
the Duke of Burgundy is going to break up from 
Eyndhoven. 

Falmouth, Aug. 13. On the 11th came in here two 
Dutch Capers, one of 16 and the other of 20 Guns, 
who have re-taken a Dutch Flyboar, of 250 Guns 
Laden with Sugar from Surinam, and took a {mall 
French Ship with Fifth from Newfoundland which 


they fold on the French Coaft ; and this Day the ° 


Spanifh Expedition, Captain Clays Commander Sai- 
led with a Mail for Lisbon. 

Plymouth the 14th. On the 12th, Sir Cloudfly Sho- 
vell with 5 Men of War, and a Firefhip, Sailed hence 
to the Weftward a Cruifing, the fame Evening came 
in the Shrewsbury from Torbay, and will fuddenly 
Sail again to Cruize.
